more money last year than he did 
die year before. Though the increase 
' as slight in some counties, in a few 
counties the m ore alert farm ers made 
;t dollar a day m ore in 1923 than in 
1922.

This report, bearing out an im ­ 
pression found in m ost parts of the 
tate. is based on farm records sum ­ 
marized aud com pared at extension 
schools in more than 50 Ohio coun­ 
ties within 
the 
past three 
months. 
Extension specialists 
in 
rural 
eco­ 
nomics at the Ohio State University ' 
conducted these schools. 
Records 
sum m arized 
in 
Henry 
County for 14 farm ers show as great 
sn increase as any, reports C. R. 
Arnold, 
extension 
economists. 
“Of 
these 14 farm ers, ail alert business 
men.” continues Mr. Arnold, “only 
five had sm aller net farm incomes for 
1923 than for 1922. 
“On the average they m ade a dol­ 
lar a day more last year than the 
year before. 
T heir average gain in 
net farm income for 1923 over 1922 
was $352. 
T hat is, in 1922 the net 
farm income m ade by these men av­ 
era g ed 
$1637; 
in 1923 it averaged 
$1999. 
“Such an Income, which is probably 
as high as any sim ilar group of Ohio 
farm ers could report for 1923, is the 
farm er's salary for his labor and 
m anagerial ability, and the interest 
on his investm ent. 
“Slightly 
better 
average 
crop 
yields in 1923, taking Ohio as a whole, 
higher prices for m ost farm products, 
and somewhat, lower prices for what 
lie baa to buy helped increase his net 
income.”
